Tho "Skoloton Army" Fiorcoly At- 
tacks Cca. Booth's Follcwers.

Serious rioting tool! pliico vcstt'iduv 
afternoon on tin' oociisioii nf tlif visit 
of a Salvationist c<jnuiiL;i nt to tlir 
Griivose'nii iliHlrirt. Aljout .'iOO S.iKu- 
tionist.s arrivfii liv imuh .ilmiu iliriM- 
o'clock, ami procuctli'il (o ilu- liarnu ks. 
ThesireetHiu ilie vii-iniiy wcrr liinm 
ged with at lea.st 5,000 |ihi soms. Thf 
rough eleiiit'nt was Tnore i Imn usually 
consjiiciioiis and a j;ang nf watcniu'ii 
aiiiJ young fellows with a tiruni ami 
."jevcral brass iiiHtruiuents wcri' rvidi-nt- 
ly bent on creaiin^c a ilisiurlmnci- 
Prior to the entry of liie main boily, a 
contingent frain (.."lintluuii arrived l.v 
tniin, and, with Ijanijers flviiii,' uirI 
hand playing, thev essayed Ui reaeh the 
barracks. They wre, liuwever, met 
at the corner of New-i oad ami Somerset- 
road hy the .Skeleton Army, wiio witii 
out more ado made a fiirinii.s onslaught 
on the Salvationists. Mag poles and 
staves were freel', mxm!, aiul us tie; 
aggros.sors uiri- in ih'' pr'ipni timi of al 
least si.x to line, the iiiit'ei mnati' ri I'gi- 
onists got t'Xlrcmely rough iiaiulling. 
Blood ran coj)iously, mi l, aft<'r a brief j 
resiBtaiice, the Skeletons eajitured the 
drums, in.struments, and liais t)f their 
opponents. Tlie haders iif the Salva- 
tion Arniv had unwisely omitted to 
give notice to the |)oli('e sii jierintendent, 
of the advent of the Chatham detach- 
ment, the whole of the force l)eing i 
concentrated at the railway station of 
the London & Southend C'ompanv. 
Here Mr. Superintendent Hcrry Imd 
made the most strenuous elVnrls to cope i 
with the disorder that was imminent, j 
and when Major Smith and his follow- ' 
erf defiled into West street, amid a ; 
storm of hooting and yelling, they did ! 
80 with effective police protection. A 
police constable marched by the side of j 
every tifth or .sixth file, liut notwiih- 
Btanding tluH furmidulde array the 
attitude of the roughs was most menac- 
ing. The I'ear guaril nf the .Armv was 
harassed in a brutal ami cowardly style, 
luds in their teens being as.saulted iiy 
half a dozen e.vciteil and partially 
drunken roughs. The women of the 
arniy displayed comnenihdile courage. 
A few missiles saluted ihi' prnci ssion 
us they reached their Imi raeks: lail the 
determined front exhibited by the police 
had apparently oownd tiie assailants. 
A meeting was to be held in the Wind 
n)ill-street Ba])liKl (-'liaple, and llie 
Army leaders had resolved to uldde liy 
their decision to ])ublielv iiuiri'li to it in 
procession, but ecuitr.irv to expectation 
At the last moment, the Rev. Noah 
Heath decided not to hold the meeting 
at Winilmill-atreet Chapel. ("onse(]uent- 
ly there was no procession, and tlie 
evening j)«SBed in comiiarutive t[uiel. 
Etlicient pr(:(:autioiis hail been taken hv 
the authorities to preservi' the peace, ' 
the military lieing held in rendiness to 
support the civil power, if necessary i 
The Salvationists, after lieing iienned 
up in their barracks from the time of 
their arrival until t(..'iO ji. m., left for 
the railway stutioii, attendeil hv ' 
immense crowds. 'I'he police had great 
ilitticulty in ]irotecting them from | 
violence, and in securing their access 
to the platfoi in. 

Several persons were injured during 
the day, but a report that three men 
had been retiioved to the iiiliiiiarv 
Jiroved to lie unfounded. The i-uiighs 
celebrated their " victory " liy rolling 
lighted tar barrels through the streets.

THE CROW'S NEST TRAIL. 

Ita Importanoo to British Oolumbia 
aad tho Northvoat* 

(Korl .McLcod Cuzcttc.) 

.Several repor's htive come to us this 
seaiion of the wretched condition of the 
trail in this pass, and the comnipn com- 
plaint is that, with all tho work done 
on it, it is still about as bad aa ever. 
We ferreted out the .■?2,r)00 wdiiuli had 
been voted for improving this trail, 
and thought then, wdien we iiad got it 
put to its i)roper use, tliB thing would 
be well done, but apparently it has 
not. It is claimed that SI, 500 has 
been ex]iciuled, and if Dame Rumor is 
to be believed, it might aa well have 
ri'imimed at Ottawa. When work 
was onci' coiiiinenced on a road of this 
kind it should have been carried 
through sucuessfully, instead of being 
hurrietl over in a slipshod manner, If 
the entire .i;-i,.'»(JO hud been expended, 
the trail would have been fairly good. 
This t'riiw'.s N'esI I'a.ss is a very iin- 
p(.irtaiit one, niiire so ihun the tiovern- 
menl imagine, and with a very little 
additional expense a good coach road 
coulil be made through its full length. 
The Government makes annually large 
a))propriations for public works of all 
kimls, and leaves thin im[)ortant high- 
way betwoen the I'acitic and Atlantic 
slopes iiiacci-ssilile, except to those who 
rele, and even tliev now timi dillicully 
in getting throui^h. Hy the thorough 
opening of this road, many advantages 
would accrue to n large district in Brit 
ish ( '(duinbiaas well as to this country. 
Stock, wdiii'li can bo purchasi'd in 
British Columbia at comparatively low 
figures, could he driven through in 
safety, which is impossilile now; the 
ilisiru'i at llie western outlet of ihti, 
I'ass, woulil draw its .supplies froiiS' 
this country, considerably lessening 
the distance for transiwrtation and con- 
.st-(]ui'ntlv lowering prices. In facta 
large tratlic, both wavs, would spring 
up belwiTMi the two pro.'inee.s. In the 
I'liited States every available moun- 
tfiin pass is utilized, a good wagon road 
built through it and a line of coaches 
j)ul on. Whv cannot the same ho done 
here/ This work would draw but a 
small ilrop out of the biicl-et of [lublic 
inonev voted for such works. We 
would call the attention of Lieut. 
Governor Dewdney to this matter, and 
solicit his assistance in bringing it be- 
fore the Dominion Government.

1 regrol that important busiiie.ss mat- 
ters irtoveiit my responding in peraon lo 
your reiiuoat, but I beg leave to place up- 
on paper for your perusal some of iny 
views and curtain facts bearing upon the 
aubjeet. 

The 'Tshmd Railway" is no new thing. 
It has, ill olio firm or another, been he- 
fore llie country for many year.s, and dur- 
ing the past four or hve years il has been 
going II l>egging among capitalists 

In liiSl thu Walkom yovornmeiit ur- 
gently pressed it upon the U.P.K. syndi- 
cate, through yir Charles Tupper, -the 
Provincial govornnieiu offering tho land 
and tho Dominion govoriimeiit oiroring 
the iiioiicy auliaidy;but llml powerful cor- 
poration refused to have aiiytlinig to do 
with It . 

In IHS'2 it was oll'ered lo the so-calied 
Cleineiits' company, which company en- 
gaged to construct it in conaidoration of 
tho laud grant alonu; but that company 
failed to find tho c.ipital orevoiillie 
iii.'ney n-ipiirod to 'lo deposited as secur- 
ity, .'ind so that ajhemo fell tlir.iuudi, but 
nol befnre it was liiado liiarilfeat that it 
WHS a wild siieculation taken up liy men 
destitute of capital. Capitaliuta wouldn't 
touch it i 

Now let u.s compare the Clements 
scheme with the present one; 

The Clements aoliouio re.piired thu sur- 
veys to ho cunimeiiced in <iO days, and 
tun miles of road completed the liratyear, 
ten the second, and ton the third; and ho 
on; whereas the present aoheine requires 
the work to be "commenced forthwith 
and completed within years." 

The Clements' achonie permitted .i 
"cheap and naaty" road, with any class ..f 
iron rails, and such gradients, curvatures 
and structures as the company pleased; 
whereas the present contract is governed 
by the strictest speciticatioiia, whicii call 
for steel rails, and gradionta, curvatures, 
atrocturea, A'c. , as good as the lieat on 
the C. P. K., and bettor than most roads 
on the continent. In a word, under the 
Clements' scheme, the cheapust and most 
worthless class of railway could have been 
built ; wlioioaa the present reiiuires tho 
host class of road to bo f.oiiid on the cuii- 
tiiient. 

I am safe in asserting tliAt the ddl'er- 
enco in the coal of the two roadii is at 
least equal to the money aubaidy lo be 
paid by the Dominion government under 
the present achetne! 

There is another vitally iinport.Uit dif - 
foreiice between the Clenieuls' schunio 
and the present one, deserving of special 
notice. 

I'lider the former, the land grant waa 
larger than under the piresciU. I'uder 
tho fonnor, the land waa to be at once 
handed over to the eonipaiij? to dfittl With 
aba<ilutely, without any restriction what - 
ever as to price, Ac. Under the ureseiiL 
sclieiuo tho company gets no control 
wliiitover over tho land till the road i.-i 
completed, until which tiiiio these lands 
are to bo adininiaterod freely by the Pro- 
vincial land department at the uoniinid 
price of miu dolUr an acre to actual soi- 
tlera, while the rights of squuttora are 
more h boiaily dealt with and carefully 
gu.irdoil . 

You talk about a "gigantic land nioiKi- 
poly;" but IS not the ating taken out of | 
the so called monopoly by ihia coiiditiotW 1 
So far as tho iiiteresta ot sottlonient are | 
concerned there will bo no monopoly at 
all, but on the contrary, the beat interests 
of settleiiieiil are carefully guarded. 

.•Vgaiii; under the Clonieiils' si'lieine 
the railroad ".light have given Nanainio 
tho go-by altogether; whereas undur tho 
present, it must and will come to Naiiai- 
mo with the power and prospect of iiiak 
nig It an integral part of I he great C. P. K. 
by iiieaiiH of a steam ferry .-it your very- 
door '. 

.No provision was made in thi^ Cloiueiits 
aclitme for a telegraph service in connec- 
tion with thorailway; whereas, the present 
scheme calls for a tirst-claa.s telegraph lino 
and service. 

I 'lido.- tlio Cleiiieiila' soheiiio I here were 
no giiarai.teoa whatuver that the solo con- 
trol of thu railway and lands would loit 
pasa into the handa of foreign and luitag 
ouistic moiioiiolists whose policy might be 
lo injure our interests; but under tha 
present achome tho periiiuiieiit control of 
the wh'.le eiilerpriao ia vealed in and se- 
cured to one of youraelves - -olio who ha.s 
giowii u|i auioiigst you and wli.iso inter 
osis are thoroughly ideiililiod with your 
own. 

Let me t«y in conclusion and in all sin- 
cerity, that any opposition to tho Settle - 
iiient Hill comes rather lute. The oppo- 
sition of Naiiaimo cannot stop thu rail- 
n.iy, but it iii.-iy iiitiict injury upon her- 
self, and that in more ways than one. 

I ho Settloniuiil Bill was passed by the 
Provincial Logialat ure by a vote of lli to 
.■> .\cting under that bill the Doiiiiiuon 
goveriunoiit have awarded the contract 
for the railway and telegraph to me and 
niy associates, and the local goveriiiiiuiil 
have sanctioned the act. 1, on my [lart , 
hsve paid over S'.i50, 000 security iiioney, 
and ItavB bt on carrying «n the sutvcya 
prBjiaratory to commencing vigorous con - 
struction in early spring. 

The Dominion goveriimoiit caiiiiol go 
back on that contract. Tlio Provincial 
guvoriiiiioiil cannot go hack on it. The 
local legislature will not go b:'.ck on the 
amended Settlemont Dill, which ia very 
I much more favorable to the province 
, than the one it passed by a vote of 111 to 
I Q. But ovoii if our legitlatura should lo 



far stultify itself as to do so, the Domin- 
ion government would still have all tlio. 
p., wer they reiniired under the cxistiiiL' 
bill, and tho work would go on— not on 
terms unite ao favorable to tho province, 
il is true, but still it *vould goon. 

Having put my bands to the plough I 
am ii.it the man to turn back.
